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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is in response to the amendment filed on January 20, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

1. Claims 2 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kamada 
(US 5,300,012). 

Kamada discloses an uncurling device for removing the curl from a roll of image 
receiving paper. The device comprises an uncurl transport path 23 defined by guides 24 and an 
uncurling section 25. The uncurl transport path is arranged as two sides of a triangular 
configuration which bends the paper in a direction opposite the curl of the paper. This device is 
effectively a guide having upstream and downstream gaps each formed by parallel planes. 

2. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 63-32862 Ul 
(provided by Applicant via IDS filed January 26, 2006). 

This document discloses a curl removal mechanism having an L-shaped paper 
conveyance path T formed as a gap between L-shaped upper guide member 9 and L-shaped 
lower guide member 8. Paper 4a is fed from a paper roll 4 and guided into the path T. The paper 
is bent at an angle opposite its curl. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 

allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 

any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The claims are allowable for providing the claimed combination of paper stiffness and 

length of the first guide unit. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed January 20, 2006 have been fully considered. 
The arguments and amendments to the claims have overcome the rejections over Mandel 

(US 5,123,895) and Mitsuya (JP 9-188456) set forth previously. A new grounds of rejection is 

set forth above. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 

Siwinski (US 5,940,1 12) discloses in Figure 5 a curved gap formed by two guides 27 
which direct the paper in a direction opposite to the curl of the rolled paper.
